Although, the best prior art of record to Kunselman et al. (US 5,436,723) teaches 
a spectro-analytical system comprising an imaging device or structure (8) having a 
reflective grating device (16) for imaging a light or an incident beam onto the photo- 
multiplier sensors (20A-H) and Quinn (US 5,510,273) teaches a process for 
manufacturing chip array wherein the plurality of chips having a concave shape. 
However, it would have not been an obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to manufacture an optical device comprising an imaging device 
for imaging an incident bean on a focal surface and a flexible sensor array formed to a 
shape of the focal surface by fixing a portion of the flexible sensor array as presented by 
response as filed on 19 June 2004 and as set forth in the claims and.
